Rosebud Hotel Suffers 


Narrow Escape from 
Serious Fire. 


An outbreak of fire in the 
basement of the Rosebud Hotel, 
last Friday morning at about 
eight o'clock was responsibl: for 
the ringing of the fire alarm. bell, 
and a very anxious period for 
many, The outbreak was first 
detected by the presence of smol@: 
in the kitchen, and the ‘hotel 
clerk, S. Boulton, coming in took 
the hotel those and descendkd in- 
to the basement, where he dis- 
covered quite a little fire in pro- 
gress, Fortunafly, the water 
tank on the premises ‘had just 
been filled, and with a sixty pound 
pressure behind it the stream of 
water did a great deal _ towards 
checking the blaz. By — this 


time too, the alarm shad brougit 


along the town chemicals and a 
number of spectators, the latter 
by means of buckets of water 
doing not a little to ‘help out. 

Many of our business men did 
fin work there, and it was largely 
owing to their efforts and to their 
determination that the fire was 
eventually extinguished. 

Dhe fire ‘had evidently started 
among a heap of rubbish, and the 
charred joists of the floor above 
showed that within a few  min- 
tes more it would have broken 
out into tthe poolroom — above, 
where it would undoubtedly thave 
seriously menaced ‘the whole 
building. 

As it was ouside of the dam- 
age done in the basement, com- 
paratively slight, the loss: is prac- 
tically negligible. The pool- 
room itself was damaged by some 
oft the floor boards being ripped 
up in an attempt to get at ‘the fire

But the promoters and propagand- 
ists responsible for its organization 
announced that one of the main ob- 
jects of the pool was to break up the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange. “It was 
also frequently preached by the far- 
mers’ friends that shori sciling was a 
crime, that fulure ‘reding and heda- 
ing were unneeessniy as far as the 
pool wes concerned, that it was in 
fact inauguracing a new and enlichs.

Trou now on the 
highly paid pool propagandists will 
find their ingenuity taxed to explain. 
At that, von can't fool all of the »eo- 
ple all of the time. 

The Canadian Co-onerative Wheat 
Producers, Ltd. (fhe Wheat Pool) is 
in the limelight these days. The pub- 
lic and the pool members have been 
informed that officials of the com- 
pany suffered from writer's cramp 
from signing checks, and how. mi!- 
lions of dollars have been distributed 
among the members of the pool by 
the interim payment of July 26, 

So far members have received 
$1.40 a bushel for No. 1 Northern 
wheat. In a stagement issued by 
pool officials they are led to hope that 
they may get a little more. The pre- 
sident of the Manitoba pool offers a 
word of comfort—the pool paid $1.60 
all told last year. He did not depress 
his clients by tcling them that on a 
whole lot of grades and mixtures 
there was nothing more coming.
